and predict a large and enthusiastic 
meeting. Whether or not you are 
a member of this Section, if you 
happen to be in the vicinity of 
Elmira at this time, do not fail to 
drop in at the meeting, for you will 
meet many old friends and make 
lots of new ones. 


There will be as usual no display 
of exhibits by the manufacturers 
at the New York Section meeting, 
although as in former years it is 
expected that a great many of the 
manufacturers’ representatives will 
be in attendance.

The policy of “no exhibits,” but 
a hearty welcome to all “exhibitors’ 
representatives’ has also been in 
effect for a number of years in the 
Indiana, Illinois, and Kentucky- 
Tennessee Sections, and apparently 
with no injurious effects, for all of 
these Sections invariably hold large 
and interesting meetings. At other 
Sections, however, the exhibits have 
always been an attractive feature 
of the meetings, and here, the ruling 
of the Manufacturers’ Association 
that this year there shall be no 
exhibits at any Section meetings, 
has been a great disappointment. 

This action which deprives Sec- 
tion meetings of this feature which 
they, the manufacturers, alone can 
provide, was not taken arbitrarily 
by the Manufacturers’ Association 
through lack of interest in the 
Section meetings, or from any ul- 
terior motive, but they had found 
that the recent increase in the 
number of A. W. W. A. Sections, 
and the formation of a number of 
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small state water works organiza- 
tions, had brought this question of 
exhibits to such a point that they 
believed retrenchment was an im- 
perative measure or at least a very 
well advised one. 

It is no secret that many protests 
against this action have come in 
to the Manufacturers’ Association. 
These have all, however, been given 
careful consideration and this can 
be vouched for by some of the 
officers of the American Water 
Works Association, who through the 
courtesy of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Water Works Manu- 
facturers Association have attended 
their meetings and taken part in 
their discussions. 


During convention week at 
Toronto the Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation will hold its annual meeting 
and it is intended at that time to 
go over all phases of this exhibit 
question and try to arrive at some 
satisfactory solution. 


Secretary M. L. Enger of the 
Illinois Section called at the Secre- 
tary’s Office in New York City the 
other day and advised that it has 
just been decided to hold the next 
Illinois Section meeting on May 13 
and 14, at Waukegan, Ill., Clayton 
Hotel headquarters. Mr. Enger 
was in New York attending the 
annual meeting of the Sectional 
Committee on Specifications for 
Cast Iron Pipe and Special Castings.

Most complete statistics of at 
tendance at the last Rocky Moun. 
tain Section meeting and the last 
Indiana Section meeting have been 
furnished by their respective Seere- 
taries, Dana E. Kepner and C, K 
Calvert. At Section meetings the 
remark is sometimes heard that 
there seem to be more salesmen at 
the meetings than there are men 
actively interested in public water 
supplies. At the Indiana Section 
meeting, 75 per cent of those in 
attendance were men directly con 
nected with water works plants and 
consulting engineers, health officers, 
chemists, etc., and at Denver, where 
the Rocky Mountain Section meet- 
ing was held 70 per cent of the 
attendance was of the above class.

Committee on Specifica- 
tions for Cast Iron 
Pipe 

N MARCH 26, 1929, the 

Sectional Committee on 

Specifications for Cast Iron 
Pipe and Special Castings, which 
functions under the American 
Standards Association, held its 
annual meeting in New York. Out 
of a total of 100 men on this 
Sectional Committee and the Tech- 
nical and Sub-Committees there- 


under, 40 were present at the 
meeting. The Three Technical 
Committees presented reports on 
all the work under way under their 
direction, and progress reports on 
tests on cast iron pipe being made 
for this Sectional Committee were 
given as follows: Under Technical 
Committee No. 1, Mr. W. J. 
Schlick reported on trench load 
tests which he is making at Iowa 
State College; under Technical 
Committee No. 2, Prof. M. L. 
Enger described the tests on 
strength of cast iron pipe which he 
is making at the University of 
Illinois; and Mr. L. P. Wood, Chair- 
man of Technical Committee No. 3 
described the tests on water cor- 
rosion of cast iron pipe which Prof. 
H. O. Forrest is making for his 
Committee at Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. Some of the 
Sub-Committees submitted tenta- 
tive specifications for the parts of 
the work assigned to them, ulti- 
mately to be combined into the 
complete pipe specifications. | 

A series of tests on behavior in 
service of mortar lined service pipes 
was described in a written report 
from Mr. J. E. Gibson, Chairman 
of Sub-Committee 3-C.; these tests 
to include both Portland and 
natural cement, different thick- 
nesses and different mixes of mortar 

The Sectional Committee sent 
out 600 copies of a general question- 
naire on cast iron pipe over a year 
ago to Water and Gas Departments 
and Companies, and so far 100 
replies have been received. These 
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are being summarized and tabulated 
by Mr. A. V. Ruggles, Executive 
Assistant to the Chairman of the 
Committee, to make this informa- 
tion available to the Technical 
and Sub-Committees for their work.
